Some Pafſages of the Treaty be- 
-tween the Marqueſlſe of Ormond and the 


Parliaments Commiſſioners at 
DUBLIN, 


Ir Fohn Clotworthy, Major $aloway, Sir Robert 
King , and the other Commiſſioners being 
come into Dublin-haven with about 1700 
ſouldiers, 100 Barrels of Gunpowder, fix tun 
of Match, and cther ſupply for Dublin, in 
caſe they did agree with the Marqueſſe of Ormond, 
for the fi army thereof to the Parliament of Eng- 
land, acquainted the ſaid Marqueſle of Ormond of 
their comming, who gave way to treat with them 
about the ſame. 

The Commiſſioners from the Parliament pro- 
pounded what they had received by Inſtructions, to 
the Marqueſle of Ormond; but he would not yeeld 
to any thing without the Kings conſent. And at-that 
time, whilſt our Commiſhoners were there, and du- 
ring the Treaty, therecame Letters from Newcaſtle . 
tothe Marqueſſeof Ormond, by which Letters it is 
conceived that the Marqueſſe of Ormond received 
full inſtructions from thence what to doe. 

The Commiſſoners offered what the Marquefle 
of Ormond could well deſire in a way to advance 
the cauſe of the Proteſtants;but had denials; once,
